| live in Missiasippi; I came here to see 
my children; I eame here five or six 
weeks ago; I know a colored man named 
Geo Vashington; he has resided in 
Abe n, where 1 lived; he has 
been living at my daughter’s bouse 
since he came from the poor house; 
he has not been there a month; he was 
sick when he came to my daughter's 
house; he was not out nowhere till he 
came out the Monday before last; they 
came for him; I mean a gentleman came 
for him; 1 don’t know where they took 
him or where they brought him to; he 
walked away the first time; that was the 
first time he was out of the house. 


TESTIMONY OF CAROLINE CLOPTON, 


Caroline Clopton was the next witness 
examined. On being sworn and interro- 

ted by Colonel Gantt, she testified as 
ollows: Ilive on Exchange street ex- 
tended; [have known Geo Washing- 
ton from the time he was a child; he has 
been here two weeks since he came out of 
the poor-house; Washington came from 
Aberdeen, Miss... where I came from; 
when he came out of the poor-house his 
feet were swelled; he had been there seven 
months; he left my house last Monday, 
and last Tuesday and Friday a gentle- 
man game there for him; when he came 
from the r-house he remained at my 
house till then, 


TESTIMONY OF LINDA BRADLEY, 


Linda Bradley (colored) was the next 
witness, andon being sworn and interro- 
gated by Colonel Gantt she corroborated 
the evidence of the two previous witnesses, 
and said that Washington had been in the 
house from the time he came out of the 
poor-house till Monday week. 

This closed the evidence in the case. 


ARGUMENT OF MR. r. y. CHAMBERS. 


Mr. Thomas P. Chambers then rose and 
opened the argument on the part of the 
prosecution, He said that he did so with 
some hesitancy, as the case was a most im- 
portant one and invelved the liberty if 
not the life of a fellow creature. He then 
proceeded to refer in eloquent terms to the 
evidence which had been adduced durin 
the examination, and particularly refer 
to the testimony given by the colored man 
George Washington, which he contended 
bore the impress of truth on the 
face of it, and gave it as his opinion that 
by that evidence alone Patterson was 
shown to have been one of the conspira- 
tors and accessory to the murder of Wil- 
son and Naney Dickens, He denied that 
the evidence of Washington had been in 
any 2 impeached, and argued that from 
the intimacy that existed ween Wade 
Bolton, Thompson and Patterson, that the 
latter must have been made aware of the 
affidavit made by Green Wilson previous 
to his death. He also argued that from 
the large amount involved in the suita in 
Chancery and Cirevit Court, that Patter- 
son had a motive in desiring the death of 
Dickens, but that he desired the death 
of Wilson first, as he was known 
to be a desperate man, He adverted 
somewhat bitterly on the testimony given 
by Mr. Wade Bolton in the case, and 
closed a well a and effective argu- 
ment by quoting the weight that was at 
all times to be given to circumstantial 
evidence, 

The court then adjourned till nine o'clock: 
this morning.
